although he clings to many ancient 
customs of his country for purposes 
of outward show and regal pomp, He 
is one of the most popular rulers, in 
Siaru's long 
historj. 
His 
greatest 


ambition, it is alleged, is to marry 
an American woman. While under- 
going an educational process in Eng- 
land he met many English and Amer- 
ican women, and, while he admired 
the British ladies, he was fairlj; in- 
fatuated with the Americans, 
it is 


alleged that he has steadfastly re- 
fused to live up to famil> traditions 
by marrying his cousin, in the hope 
that he may win a Yankee girl. For 
the benefit of applicants, it may be 
stated that his aUaress is His Royal 
Highness Chowfa Maha Vajiravudh, 
The Palace, 
Bangkok, 
Siam. The 


king has a countenance distinctly 
Oriental, but rather handsome of its 
type, and he wears a most resplend- 
ent uniform. 
His bride won't have 


to ride about on elephants, unless she 
so desires, ao the king maintains a 
large stauie of b:w>_ed horses and a 
flock of automobiles of 
the 
^ery 


latest make. He is an 
enthusiastic 


motorist, and often drives his own 
cars. 
He also 
writes 
poetry and 


prose, his first literary effort, pub- 
lished in England a decade ago, hav- 
ing been a historical 
work bearing 


the title, "War of the Polish Succes- 
sion." In religion he is a Buddhist, 
and Buddhism is the state religion of 
biam 
The king is very interested in 


the drama," and is president of a dra- 
matic association 
which 
produces 


Siamese versions of the great dramas 
of all countries, as well as of plays 
dealing with modern life 
in Siam. 


Some of the latter were written by the 
king, and he also appeared as an'act- 
or. He is an earnest advocate of rail- 
way transportation, and during his 
reign many new lines have been 
opened in Siam. He speaks Englisu 
and French fluently, as well as his 
native tongne. His Majesty was edu- 
cated at Sandhurst Military Academj 
la Jingland, and later at Oxford. For 
a time he was lieutenant of an Eng- 
lish regiment.
